Douglas Lake Bass Fishing Tournament Winners 


Douglas Lake, MI —- The Great Northwest 
BASS Anglers open another season of bass 
fishing on Douglas Lake, in Cheboygan 
County. With the longer than normal winter 
and certainly not having lots of warm 
weather it was predicted to be a pre spawn 
event. So the potential was there for some 
really big fish to be brought into the scales 
at the season opener. 

The day was almost perfect as the water 
temp on the lake hovered in the high 50’s to 
as high as 60 degrees. The wind started out 
from the west southwest as a very light 
breeze but built stronger as the day pro- 
gressed. As the wind increased it also kept 
shifting from southwest to almost due 
north. The changing conditions also mean 
the anglers must adapt to the changing 
winds and conditions. Where it may have 
been dead calm early in the day the wind 
may have either come up or changed direc- 
tion so that you spot you are fishing is now 
different. Seven boats fished the club event 
and as always someone always figures out 
the fish. This event was very close due to 
the fishermen catching what has to be the 
lake average. 

The team of Ryan Koehn-Lofts and Jeff 
Devantier took 1st place with a winning 
weight of 301b 20z. Ryan, also sticking the 
big bass of the event at 3lb 150z won him 
$70.00 in addition to the 1st place winnings. 
Second place went to the team of Jerry Hep- 
ner and Matt Konchel with 27]b 11/2o0z. 
Third place was awarded to the team of Ed 
Schlosser and Mike Searles with 21pounds. 

Almost all of the fish were caught in 3 to 
6 feet of water. The key thing was moving 
baits fast to trigger reaction strikes. Top 
producers were spinnerbaits, lipless rattle 
baits and jerk baits moved at a very fast 
pace. If the baits weren’t moving fast 
enough the fish would just follow the bait 
presentation towards the boat. The big fe- 
males were just not ready to chase fast mov- 
ing baits as they were never showing 
themselves throughout the day. The next 
event for the club is on June 8, at Hubbard
